head bald, his checks withered 
through lacke of bloud : when 
he beginneth to want his teeth, 
to have his breath ſtrong and 
carthy, his breaſt ſtuffed with 
phlegme, evermore tioubled 
with the cough: and finally, 
when his legges doe faile un- 
der him as he goerh, by age, 
and { welling with diſcaſcs : the 
inward man that feeleth no 
age, being alſo pained with the 
(elfe ſame diſcaſcs. And all

before, that the houſe of this

4 {be Governour be feared and 
loved, his ordinance and rule 
canaot ſtand. Therfore through 
his g00dnefſle and honeſt fami- 
lar conditions, let him procure 
toget the love of them which 
ac under him, and alſo by juſt 
and diſcreet puniſhment. Not 
that he would or ſhould appear 
1 revenge his owne quarrell 
for injuric : but that the tranl- 
ſercſſion or breaking of the Law 
of God, might be puniſhed,and 
loto be had in feare. 
Wherefore, while many per- 
ſons doe depend and hang up- 
H 3 on 
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on him, he himſcltc muſt alto- 
gether Gepend and hang upon 
GoC, and cleave onely to lum:

For Moſes attcr he was made 
Governour of the people, he 
had communication with God 
more familiarly than he had 
betore. But Saul the ſonne of 
Cis, after he was CO” 
his pride and diſobedience, 
highly ſinned and offended a- 
oainſt God. 

King Salomon, after he late in 
the ſeate of his Lord and ta-' 
ther King David, God increa- _ 
ſed and made him rich with 
n H 4 thc 
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the gift of wiledome, to g0- 
verne over innumerable peo. 
ple. And contrarivviſc, aftes, 
that Icrpboar the (crvant of $a. 
lomon; had uſurped part of the 
Kingdome of the houlc uf Da. 
vid, he turned tenne Tribes of 
the people of 1/r4ell, which 


| were inthe part of Samar, 


fromtherruc and right worſhip 
of God, to the wicked and di- 
velliſh worſhiping of Idols, 
By which examplcs, it 1s ap- 
parant and maniteſt, that fome 
men when they doc come to 
dignity, doc grow more pet- 
tet and better : and ſome a- 
gaine, through pride of thei 
advancement and riſing up, doc 
falland waxc worſe, By both

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the which is to be underſtood, 
that they which increaſcin 
goodneſie, doc it by the vertuc

ings and minde of Chriſt) de- 
gltinp! eaſures of the world, 
W hick 
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which are tranſitory, and doe 
daily fall away. Becaulc all 
manner of things for which a 
man doth ſtrive, doc cauſe the 
ſameſtrife, cither forthe love 
that 15 borne to them, being a 
covetous deſire for him(cltc,or 
for the love of ſome other 
thing, which lycth hid under 
an odious and hatefull matter. 
As for example, warrc, al- 
though it be odious and an 
hatetull thing, yer is it holden 
and maintained on both ſides 
with a bold and fierce courage, 
for the love and defire which 
men have to winne the victory, 
and forthe purchaſing of liber- 
ty. Inlike manner, many other 
things are delired and ſought: 
after,

And therefore a man may 
perceive, there 1s no contentt- 
on but tor that which is loved, 
that is to ſay, fora lovingand 
a friendly. reward, which fol- 
lowethtotheir minde after it is: 
end; Whoſoever therefore 
ſtriverh for any manger of * 
thing of this world, ſheweth 
evidently and plainely, that he 
loyeth this world. 

How then doth the holy 
Ghoſt by the mouth of Samt 
lobn, torbid that this workd

faith, Love wot the world, nor the 
things that be 1# the world. For 
the love of vod, and rhe love 
ot the word, cannot dwell to- 
gerher inone heart: cycn as the 
eyes of a man cannoc behold 
the heaven above; and the 
carth beneath, both art once 
with one lookec. 

But let us lcarch and ec, 
whether there be inthe world, 
anything indecd that is to be 
loved, and what is thc world 
which the {pcech ot God for- 
biddeth us to love, We are not 
commanded ro love the carth, 
nor the things which come out 
of the carth, but oncly our 
neighbour, tor whole ſake all 

things 
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things are made. Hun thou aft 
commanded to love : for all 0- 
ther things which doe periſh 
and fade away, cannot goc up 
with us to hcaven. But onr 
neighbour is heyre (as well as 
we) of the kingdome which 
ſhall never fayle : and therefore 
we.muſt love together one an- 
other heartily.

perdition, For they doe not

which will not receive difci- 
pline: Apprehend and receive 
diſcipline, liſt God be ſtirred to 
anger. 

Diſcipline is a manner of 
teaching, which leadeth men 
to the amendment of evill and 
riaughtie manners: it is alſo a 
keeping and fotlowing of the 


rules and leſſons of our Elders5- 


whereof Saint Paul ſpeaketh, 
ſaying: 
o! 
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ſaying : Abide. and contiinac in 
diſcipline, God offereth himſelfe 


10y0u, 4s ts his children. But if 


gee be out of diſcipline, whereof 
ye are maile already partakers , 
then are yee advouterers, and 
not bus hoes. They there- 
fore which arc gone trom 
him, and be out of diſcipline, 


doe receive no inheritance of 


the Kingdome of heaven: but 
if children doe receive and 
beare the correction of their 
farhers diſcipline, le: them 
not deſpaire or doubt, bur 
they | receive in time to 
come, the inheritance of the 

Father. 
Of this diſcipline Eſay ſpea-

Wheretore that 
tian is very miſcrable and un- 
happy, which throwerth from 
him diſcipline: for he is bol- 
der than the Souldiers which 
crucihed \Chrift, - and did cur 
out his garment, for hee 
doth cur the diſcipline of 
Chriſts Church.
